ADVICE TO SCHOOL-BOYS. 


Whenever I meet a party of you on 


your way to school, I am strongly 
tempted to stop and have a little cfiat 
with you. Possibly yon might call 
what 1 would say very much like 
preaching. Well, it might start earnest 
thoughts, and we are apt to call words 
which do that preaching. I wonder, 
boys, if yon realize what it costs to get 
an education. Havo you over hoard 
how much your own city or town annu- 
ally devotes to the schools. Have you 
over considered how much your parents 
must expend to .keep you clothed and 
in school for ton or twelve years P How 
much parents often deny themselves, 
how many pleasures and luxuries, that 
the boys may have a good high-school 
education, and then, perhaps, go to 
college. Then how much labor you 
yourself must give, how many years of 
labor it costs you to obtain even an or- 
dinary education to tit you for a busi- 
ness life, and if you study for a profes- 
sion there must be three or four years 
more of hard work. 


So you see it costs ft great deal in 


money, and in that which is of more 
value than monoy—in time, self-denial 
and close application to acquire an ed- 
ucation; but let me toll you a secret. 
It costs much more not to havo onel 
For without it how irfelpioss you are; 
all your life long you will havo to be 
paying others for the use of their 
brains, and are at R disadvantage at 
every 
turn 
in 
life. If you have 
capital and go into business, you 
m'ttst pay 
a.; high-priced man 
for 


doing much which you ought to bo 
capable of doing, and even then you 
are in a measure in tho power of an- 
other.r If you are so unfortunate as to 
havo a dishonest book-keeper or cash- 
ier, he may swindle you out of half 
your profits, and you will never be able 
to discover it. 


I remember years ago A janitor em- 


ployed in our school building who could 
neither road nor write. lib frequently 
hired the boys to add up a bill for him, 
or"write a letter, and they invariably 
charged him ton_or fifteen cents! for 
their service. It was not very large- 
hearted for the boys to ask payment for 
such a small service; but that is not tho 
point I want to make. Tho ignorant 
man had to pay for tho uso ofa little 
learning, and you will i'md it tho Same 
tho world over; all business men will 
tell you that knowledge and judgment 
are hired only at a great expense. In 
any profession or trade you will find 
(other things being equal) tho man of 
the best education has the advantage. 


And lastly, tho Jack of knowledge 


will cost you the society of cultivated 
people, for of course you cannot asso- 
ciate with the educated if you are igno- 
rant; they would not enjoy your socie- 
ty, nor you theirs. Ignorance will cost 
yon much mortification and many re- 
grets for lost opportunities, so when 
you grow disheartened that yoii are 
giving up so much for your education, 
remember it will cost you much more 
not to have one. 
' 


If you will carefully observe men you 


will find that most of them havo an 
ambition; by that I mean a fixed deter- 
mination to possess something or to 
succeed in some undertaking. 
One man 


longs to become learned, and will spend 
his days and nights in study, giving up 
many pleasures that he may have more 
time to spend over his beloved books. 
Another wants to bo famous as an ex- 
plorer, so ho turns away from all the 
comfort? of a quiet home, and wanders 
over strnngo countries, suffering untold 
discomforts that ho may become jnotcd 
•as a traveler or discoverer. Another 
has set his heart upon riches, and 
toiling early and late turns his heart and 
•mind from much that is ennobling, be- 
coming old and worn in his pursuit for 
"gold. 
• ' • ' - ! 
Now, do these win tho object for 


which they are striving? Invariably, 
if they ore persistent in their efforts; 
there are few things within tho bounds 
of possibility that you cannot possess il 
you patiently- and persoveringiy work 
for them. Then how important is it 
that your ambition should bo a noble 
one. Have you ever asked yourself the 
question, " What is my aim ini life?" 
Probably you will say that you Kro now 
top young and inexperienced to I deter- 
mine what trade or calling you will fol- 
low. That is true, but if you arc old 
enough to bo in school you con: under- 
stand that you may work for some ob- 
ject, and this should be clearly defined. 
You want to get the most thorough 
education possible. Your advantages 
may be limited, or may bo very good 
in either case you want' to naako the 
most of them. Having,'set your heart 
on this, do not look far ahead and ex- 
pect to accomplish great' things when 
yon take up advanced studio*. ; Do not 
expect algebra and geometry to make 
you accomplished mathematicians un- 
less you havo first conquered arithmetic.

You find some people who are always 


saying they have so much to do, and yet 
;hoy seem to accomplish very little. 
They are not comfortable, and they are 
not successful. Perhaps they have a 
letter to write; and they worry over it 
every day for a week, exhausting as 
much strength in this useless worry and 
" dread to go about it," each day as an- 
other would in writing and posting half 
a dozen letters. The successful men— 
railroad presidents, bankers, manufact- 
urers, merchants, farmers—are men who 
have what wo call executive ability, or 
"dispatch." It is tho power of forming 
an accurate judgment quickly, doing u 
thing, or giving order for it, at once, 
and then dismissing it from tho mind, 
so that tho next thing may be taken up 
and dispatched. The hour's duties are 
done ill tho sixty minutes, the day's du- 
ties within business .hours; and then 
tho man may read, ride, talk, sleep, 
rest, with a mind free from caro.

Avoiding Heat in Summer. 


Farm-houses are rarely constructed 


with a view of convenience in doing 
work -or to comfort 
during warm 


weather. They arc cold in tho winter 
and warm in summer. They are not 
supplied with water as they might beat 
small 
expense, have no moans of 


drainage, no provision for storing ice, 
and no method -of ventilation except 
through open doors and windows. Too 
^jtchen is generally so located that the 
tire kept in it will warm tho entire house. 
As throe hot meals are expected every 
day by tho persons engaged in field 
work, and as the amount of washing 
and ironing to be done is very large, 
tho lire is rarely allowed to dio out in 
tho kitchen stove or range. As a con- 
sequence, all the rooms in tho house 
iiro kept hot by night as well as day. 
The odors of the various disjies being 
cooked also fill tho entire dwelling. 
People often go from the city to the 
country during hot weather to find a 
cool place and get the advantage of 
pure air. They never find cither "in an 
ordinary 
farm-house. 
Tho air 
is 


impure not, it is true, from the odors 
rising from sewers and filthy alleys, 
but vapor coming from tho cow-yards 
and tho kitchen that forms a portion of 
the dwelling. In most cases tho in- 
door laborers on a farm suffer raoro from 
tho hoat during tho summer than the 
out-of-door laborers do. Various ways 
havo been contrived to protect field 
laborers from tho heat of tho summer 
sun, but no invention lias been perfected 
to ward off tho heat of cooking stoves, 
Tho kitchens of most farm-houses nro 
E 


laces of torment during tho season of 
ot weather. They breed disease and 


death. 


In Mexico and 
Central 
America 


houses havo no chimneys. No firesjn.ro 
necessary to warm the dwellings, jind 
tho cooking and laundry work arodbno 
out of doors. In tho Southern States 
tho practice generally prevails of doing 
the cooking and ironing required for the 
family in a building at some distance 
from tho dwelling-house, tho two build- 
ings being connected by ft walk covered 
by a roof. By this arrangement i tho 
dwelling is not heated by tno fires' re- 
quired to carry on operations in! the 
kitchen and wash-room. It is also kept 
free from the odors rising from dishos 
being cooked and the vapors of i tho 
wash-tub. There is some trouble in 
bringing food from tho cooking-house 
to tho dining-room, but it is compen- 
sated for by tho comfort galncdj 
It 


would require but little expense to erect 
a building near tho dwelling whcr4 all 
the cooking, washing and ironing opuld 
bo done during the summer months. 
Tho walls could bo mode of rough 
boards. If ornamentation is desired it 
it could bo done by means of vines. 
Tho only expensive portion of the build- 
ing would be tho roof, which, of course, 
should bo tight and provided with 
spouts for carrying oft -the wtvter. A 
building of this kind" would mid very 
much to tho comfort of every family 
living in the country. It would relievo 
the dwelling of a large amount of heat, 
noxious vapors ana noiso. .It would 
render tho labor of housekeeping jeasy. 
The building would bo useful at father 
times of tho year, when heavy work, 
like soap-making and canning frnit, is 
to be performed. 
During tno cooler 


months of tho year it would be conven 
lent for men to use when condiicthig 
mechanical operations. 


A largo amount of discomfort: may 
be saved during tho summer months by 
the employment of oil-stoves for tho 
preparation of light dishes for tho table. 
The amount of hont produced by | these 
stoves is small, and as the Dame comes 
in Immediate contact with the vessels in 
which water is boiled or dishes cooked, 
but little heat is diffused in the room. 
The firo In on oil stove is kindled nnd 
extinguished instantly, so that a: roon 
Is not warmed by the heat produced bo- 
fore or after it is employed for'cooking 
or laundry purposes. 
Tho use !of ice 


during the summer saves a 
large 


amount of cooking. With nn ice-box or 
refrigerator, meat, pastry, and many 
other articles prepared for the table 
may bo kept several days in good con- 
dition. No person desires to oat food or 
to drink* fluids that arc of tho same 
temperature as" tho surrounding air. To 
be grateful to tho twte they must bo 
considerable wanner or cooler, land it 
generally matters little in which con- 
dition they are. Tea is vory insipid 
when it is the same temperature as the 
air Itf-summer, but it is grateful to the 
taste when heated to a hundred degrees 
or cooled by means of ice. Much Tabor 
and discomfort are saved by the' use ol 
ice In tho preservation and prepara- 
tion of articles of food anoV drink. 
Arbors covered 
with twining and 


flowering' vines and fitted up' with 
seats do much to render the premises 
comfortable.during the summer. They 
c«n be employed for ;setting tho table 
in,\or uaed when tho inmates of the 
house 'are engaged in light work or in 
reading. Men also prefer an arbor to 
a reading room in tho house when they 
are resting at noon 01 .night.—
